To the inhabitants of the Town of Landaff, in the County of Grafton, 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Landaff on 
Tuesday, the 10th day of March, next at eight of the clock in the even- 
ing, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept State aid for T.R.A. roads 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. (Town Share--$390.66) 


4. ‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money 
to paint the Town Hall. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $500.00 to be 
added to the Equipment Fund. 


7. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to pay on December 
31st the balance, if any, of the money appropriated for Fires to 
the Volunteer Fire Department. 


8. To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1969 fire season was a quiet one in this area. Frequent rains kept the danger to a 
minimum and there were few violations. Your Forest Fire Warden’s job would be easier if 
everyone understood the State laws that govern the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis 
of these laws follow: 


Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland anytime the ground is 
not covered with snow. This includes household waste burning, even if in an incinerator, 
grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation 
to be prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 


Exceptions 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under normal conditions with 
permission of the District Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with permission of the Fire 
Warden. On another’s property with written permission of the landowner and permission of 
the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for 
cooking fires in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the Laconia 
Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in public camp or picnic grounds 
where fireplaces have been built for this purpose. 

Penalties 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 fine; or imprisonment for 
not more than 60 days. 


2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall endanger woodlands the 
maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 


-3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before leaving it the same penal- 
ties as in (1) above. 


4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland maximum fine of $25.00. 


Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep our town free from smokes 
in 1970.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and citizens of Landaff School District: 


As Superintendent of Schools, it is with pleasure I submit my fifth 
annual report. 


During the past year (1968-69) there were 10 pupils enrolled in Blue 
School. The average membership was 10.0 pupils. There were 11 pupils 
in Grades 6-8 and 9 pupils in Grades 9-12, attending Lisbon Public School. 


This school year, there are 12 pupils attending Blue School, Grades 1-5. 
There are 6 pupils attending Lisbon in Grades 2-5, 11 pupils attending in 
Grades 6-8, and 8 pupils attending in Grades 9-12. 


Your School Board has met regularly this past year and is presently 
faced with several serious problems; namely, a rapidly increasing budget 
caused by tuition rates and salary. It is because of these areas that the 
Board again presents for your consideration the operation of Blue School 
versus the tuitioning of pupils to another district. This is a decision 
that you should give serious consideration to, both in terms of costs, 
the education your pupils receive, and so forth. Please remember that 
in 1972, minimum standards for the elementary schools will come into 
effect in our State. 


Mr. Daniel Worcester, Director of Pupil Personnel Services, joined our 
central administrative staff on July 1 of this year. He has worked closely 
with the White Mountains Community Services, the guidance department 
and administrator of each school district in a united effort to assist in 
the areas of the exceptional student, emotionally disturbed, physically 
handicapped, perceptional handicapped, and retarded child. It is be- 
cause of his untiring efforts, that State, Federal, and foundation assistance 
has been forthcoming to aid financially in the development of new 
programs. The addition of a service such as “Pupil Personnel Service” is 
one more giant step forward in offering a better and more complete 
concept of education in Supervisory Union No. 35; for each and every 
child is our concern. 


In closing, my sincere thanks to each of you, your school board, your 
administrators, and the staff of all schools that assist in educating your 
children.

Direct Services 


A. Psychiatrists, Psychologists, Psychiatric Social Workers and our Community Service 
Workers were involved directly with 273 new referrals, in addition to the caseloads 
carried over from the previous year of service. In most cases, interviews and evalu- 
ation involved members of families and other as well as the client, amounting to many 
hours of staff time. , 


B. Our clinical staff was consulted for advice and recommendations by resident profes- 
sionals On numerous occasions. These included problems of behavior symptoms, 
medication and dosage, referrals to other agencies, family and social relationships, 
treatment plans, public assistance, and drug abuse. 


C. General Hospital Consultation. Each week a staff psychiatrist has made a regular 
visit to the Cottage Hospital in Woodsville and the Weeks Memorial Hospital in Lancaster. 
In addition, the clinical staff has been available on an as-needed basis to the physicians 
serving patients in the Morrison Hospital in Whitefield and the Littleton Hospital in 
Littleton. During these consultations the clinical staff has been available to physicians 
and hospital personnel for conferences concerning individual treatment plans.

School Consultation 


The Staff Psychologist and Child Psychiatrist with other staff personnel rendered 
assistance with individual cases of children having difficulty. They worked with school 
administrators, guidance counselors, and teachers. 


Agency personnel presented seminars and programs relating to the psychiatric aspects 
of learning to school teachers and others. 


The Agency has presented programs on Drug Abuse, Special Learning Disabilities, and 
the Exceptional Child. 


A pilot experimental School for Exceptional Children is being operated by the Agency 
in Lisbon in cooperation with Supervisory Union #35, the State Department of Ed- 
ucation (Special Education), and the New Hampshire Department of Mental Retar- 
dation. (A special report follows.) 


Resource for Professional Workers 


Public Health Nurses, New Hampshire Department of Social Welfare Workers and others 
have used the agency for consultation and assistance with individual cases and general 
information.
